no man ought to intermedle, attempt, oz pzactize ante thing in ſhew of 
woꝛſuip whereof they haue not ſure grounde of his wozde: Foz euen our 
God is a conſuming fire.

Nou to put away all pour / bodily) diſtinttions and earthlyicauils, I

mans ſcenuug / and to vs is the ſeruant of Satan foꝛ anie thing wee ſee / 
pet the Spirit of GOD is never vtterlie extinguiſhed oz departed /

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detraction to oꝛ from his oꝛdinantes / Mr. Giffard ouerſhooteth him⸗ 
ſelf of his bare woꝛd to contradict and limit ſo expꝛeſſe tonunandemen⸗ 
tes / foꝛ theſe Striptures (ſaith hee) are againſt adding of humane pꝛe⸗ 
teptes and lawes to bee kept as partes of Gods woꝛſ hip / to bynde the 
conſcience to ſecke righteouſnes / foꝛgeuenes of ſume / merit in them / oꝛ 
againſt ſuch rules of gouernmet as God hath ſet to be perpetuall This 
is true / but this is not all foꝛ the lawe is gene rall againſt all inventios/ 
traditions / tonſtitutions / whatſoeuer God hath not tommanded / as the 
ſetond Commandment doth alſo teach. Thou ſhalt not make to thy ſelf 


ett.ſo that God hath left nothing to be lapde vpon his Church by tom⸗ 


mandement / Which he hath not commanded : And therfoꝛe that place 
of the Apoſtle to the Gal. 3. 15. muſt be better pervſed: If it be but a mans 
Teftament when yt is confirmed no man doth abrogate yt or ſuperordeine 
anie thing to yt: CYAPDTDS Teſtament then being much moꝛe per⸗ 
fect / his whole nunde foꝛ the oꝛdering of his houſe mamfeſted ther- 
m / it is wicked pꝛeſumption to alter the oꝛdinantes thereof / oꝛ to holde 
them vnmeete oꝛ vnſuffictent fo2 ante age oꝛ eſtate. 7 

Well Mr. Giffard coulde nowe bee content thus far to limit the — 
wer of the Church: namelie / to haue her ſubiett and obedient to his 
voice: but that he ſuppoſeth there map be lawes eccleſiaſtical made / of 
things in themſelues indifferent: that where the ſcripture hath com- 
manded ſuch things to be vſed at our libertie foꝛ oꝛder / foꝛ tomelynes / 
edification and glozpe of Gad / as matters of plate / time / and ſuch tir⸗ 
cumſtance. But hee here miſtaketh his text / foꝛ the Loꝛde comman- 
deth by the Apoſtle in that place /:. Coꝛint.14. that thoſe publique buſt- 
nes and ererciſes of the aſſemblios/ſyoulde be done in oꝛder / in combs» 
nes / to tdifying / and doth nat leaue ſomthing to bee tonnmanded which 
the maiſter buplders hath not pꝛeſcribed: Foꝛ to binde thoſe thinges 
by lawe which God hath not bound in his worſhip / were to add newe 
traditions to bing vs into bondage of the creatures / which the fame 


Apoſtle denyeth euer to bee brought into bondage vnto 1. Coꝛ. 6. 12. in 


bis owne perſon teaching vs ſo to wallic : the Lo2dſee in his wiſdome 
cauſe to leaue them in our libertie / knowing there woulde bee no end of 
ſuch perticular lawes / eſpectally if he had left it to mans wyt to malie 
and vumake lawes therin : Foz the oꝛders youſpealic of then / mea- 
ning circumſtances of time / plate / knreling / fitting / ſtanding ett. there 


tl tan be no further lawes of them / then the Apoſtle Hath ſet and as the 


Miniſter of Chꝛiſt pꝛeſtribed that al be donne to edifping in tomlynies / 
oꝛder / ett. Of theis to ſet perticular lawes / were to break theſe generall 
lawes of God / whereby he teacheth vs the true vſe of them / and lea⸗ 
ucth them in the Churches libertie as need requtreth to vſe them oꝛ not 
vſe them: Neither can all aſſemblies bee bound in theſe thinges to the 
ſame in perticular / that being needfull and decent in one / that is not in 
an other. And in that you woulde haue tiſem no further tcommanded / 


thq then they bee needfull / tonvement / decent ett. you condiſcend that

And when the Church tammandeth them ſo far to be 
vſed as they are commanded of God / the Churche doth but ratifpe and 
ſee SG O lawe executed : fo that you h aue loſt pour ſelſe / whiles 
pouſholde haue pꝛoued pour bold aſſertton: That the Church hath 
power to o2depne lawes / foꝛ to create oꝛ make lawes / which pou ſce 
the follp of / being nowe dꝛiuen to another ſhift : that in the perticular 
thinges whereof G © D hath ginengeneralllawes / wee map make 
ſetled lawes / and pet but foz the tyme they be convenient : Wheras in 
deed. GODS lawe is the ſame and nothingells.But becauſe they bee 
neteſſarpe in one plate / that bee not in another / at one tynie / that bee 
not at another / of ſomme perſons / that bee not to other / ther can bee 
no lawe ſett in the —_— one daye foꝛ all aſſemblies in ſuch thin- 
ges. Neither ſhall anpe diſagrement bee ſuch amongſt the ſeuerall 
Churches / as need anpe contention foꝛ them / whiles euerte aſſem⸗ 
blye doe that wich is to themſelues moſt meet / moſt convenient and 
neteſſarp in ſuch things / foꝛ the pꝛeſent tyme. The Paſtoꝛ and El- 
ders were of ſmall diſcretion if they might not haue theſe thinges in 
their libertte: and even "doctrines and examples are in this point 
againſt pour ſelfe / which pou haue alledged from other CH DVA. 
CHE 5. But mp purpoſe is not to contend. about mens wꝛitings / 
noꝛ to be dꝛawen into tontrouerſie with other Churches / when J am 
to deale with pour pꝛeſent ſinne / foꝛ the auoiding wherof pou thus ra- 
t. If pour cauſe be good / plead it by the Striptures / and A wilbe fo 
arre from caſting out darts againſt al CHVaCHED / as 
wil not deale with their eſtate / till A be further occaſioned / the ra- 
ther may J omitt this labour / fo2 that you haue alledged one plate of 
ſtripture which pou ſuppoſe wil beare vp all pour matter; If pt helpe 
pou not / I ſee not how pou wil defend your aſſertion. 

In the 15. of the Acts where it is ſaid the Ayoſtles / Elders / and bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen at Jeruſalem met about the queſtion of Cirtumciſion and other 
Ceremonies of Moſes lawe / which ſome would aue burdened the 
Gentiles with we ſee there (ſaith he) that the Apoſtles themſelves did 
decree ſome thing fo2 the time / which afterward were to be altered 
when the occaſionwas taken away/namelie/that the Gentiles # hould 

abſteyne from blood / and from ſtrangled / fo2 auoiding offence to the 
weak Jues. Firſt let vs ſee what the decree was / and then it will ap- 
eare how litle pt ſerueth Maiſter Giffard his purpoſe : theſe be the 
oꝛdes. Att. 15. 28.29. It ſeemed good to the holy G hoſt and to vs, to lay 
no more burden vpon you then that which is neceſſary of theſe thinges. 
to abſteyne from Idolothytes, and from blood, and from ſttangled, and from 
farnication ; from which keeping your ſelues, yce doe well. Foz one of 
theſe 
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Foz one of theſe which is (fornication) we haue here no queſtton / it 
being by the — lawe alwapes fazbiden: Fo2the other JYaiſter 
Giffard would thus reaſon. The Apoſtles themſelves did decree them 
fo: the tyme / therfoꝛe the Church hath power ta male and oꝛdeyne la- 


- wes in things of theinſelues indifferent / about the woꝛſhip of God and 


ublick exerciſes. Fo2 our anſwere/wee would haue Maiſter Giffard 
irſt leazne/that he / mſaping the Apoſtles themſelves did this by the 
direction of the holy Ghoſt/hath ouercih2zowen himfelfe fo2 theſe were 
the Maiſter biulders/apomted of God to be law makers fo2 the whole 
Letitourgie and wozſ hip of Chꝛiſt to all poſterities / euen all the la⸗ 
wes and oꝛdinantes of the newe Teſtament / confirmed by nuratles 
from heauen/deliuered by their mimſtery vnto vs: It will not follow 
then / if the A OS Tes had made and oꝛdeyned ſome lawe here / 
that therefoꝛe euerie Synoode oꝛ ame Synode may impoſe lawes and 
tommandements by themſelves oꝛdeyned / till they ſhew they haue 
that power giuen them the Apoſtles had / and an other Zeitourgte 
to be mad? / which they ſhall neuer de able to doe / without a newe 
Chai ST: Wee haue a ſure foundation alreadie laid / wherevpon 
all Smiods and Counſells muſt build / and ſuffer their actions ta be 
cd therby / they haue not power to tntopne one title / which is not by 
the woꝛd of GOD intopned vs. Further / what did the Apoſtles here 
that they had not warrant fo2 : neither would they lap ame poke oz 
burthen. And as fo2 theſe t hinges/thep doe as much binde vs nowe 
if ther be like cauſe/namelte/not in Idolothyts blood / oꝛ that which ig 
rangled to offend our weak bꝛethꝛen / if the Jues ſhould be now agat- 
ne called / neither to offend ame in meate oz d2inke foꝛ whome Chꝛiſt 
hath dyed: Neither was ther here any abſolute law made of theſe 
thinges/no2 neceſſitpe fo2 the pꝛeſent tyme / furder then it # hould bee 
neceſſarp foꝛ the reſpect ſet downe / foꝛ otherwiſe it had bene to build 
agatne the thinges deſtroted / onlye thep thus counſelled and admoniſ- 
hed the Gentiles to vſe their libertye in theſe thinges / as they might 
gyve noe offence to thepr wealie bꝛethꝛen of the Jues / the moꝛe to dꝛa⸗ 
we them on in the wapes of CHI S T: fo: thep doe not inioyne 
pt as a lawe / but tell them they ſhall doe well if thep obſerue theſe thin⸗ 
ges / bpnoneceſſitye infoꝛted.

True / therfoꝛe J truſt vou 
will grant / that no man ſhall bee furder bounde to anpe conſtitution 
in ſuth tlunges indifferent / then there ſhall bee cauſe / nepther need 
wee publicke oꝛder to retract: ſo that pou leaue the matter to me that 
wee can bee no further bounde in ſuch thinges / then by thoſe rules of 
edifijng / oꝛder tomlineg / octaſion ſhall require / ſo that wee neither need 
no; can haue ſetled lawes herein: Howe nuch moꝛe bondage and bur · 
den is impoſed under this Antichziſtian poke / the thinges being of 
themſelves moſt lothſome and deteſtable Popery/ abꝛogating and mas 
king voide all the true ozdinances laweg eh 0 char, 
| | | ii an 
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and ſo infoꝛted as whot perſecution pꝛotedeth againſt anie that of con- 
ſciente abſteyne from them let it bee conſidered. Neither hath there 
euer bene detracting this thirtpe peares of anp? pour abhominations / 
neither is held lawefull foꝛ them that ſeeth them vnlawfull/to fozbeare 
them / without d:adlp? hate / ta bee followed to the death. Bleſſed bee 
our GOD / that hath deliuered our ſoules out of ſuch Egiptian ſer- 
uitude / our liues are not deare vato vs / neither ſ hall pour rep2ach 
moue vs. . | ; 

Nowe concerning the laſt places of the Treatiſe / where hee is vtter- 
ye mute in this that all whiche ſtand under another Hierarchie oz ſpi⸗ 
rituall aeginent then CHAJD TO / bee byoutward p2ofeſſion 
no true Chuſtians/02 vader the pꝛomiſe of ſalvation / alſo foꝛ the free-- 
dome wee pꝛofeſſe in holpe obedience to all ſtatutes and oꝛdinantes off 
GOD / as hee hathlefr vntouched the matter / fo2 which hee aled- 
ged the 7. tothe Bomanes / namelpe / the outward p:ofeſſed bondage 
to a falſe Spirituall government / ſo J having befoꝛe largelp expꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed mp minde in that poinct of dottrine / and in ſuch as then were about 
theſe thinges oppoſed / referre anye that deſire the truth herein / to pon
